His Britannie Majesty's brig Kufteman, 
capt. Felix, from La Gunyra to Jamaica, 
lay off this lrarbour for Some time yester- 
day morning. We have learnt by this 
couveyanse it was currently reported 
in La Girayre that general Morillo had 
proceeded to Cumana, with the intention 
of seeuting an expedition from thence a- 
vat RNhe istand of Margarita, and in the 
event of ies beïng successful, every insur- 
gent on the island was to be put to death. 
Tlie following is a summary of nmtelli- 
gence received at St. Thomas by late ar- 
rivals from Lea Guayra and Puerto Cabeilo, 
and transmitted to us in letters of the Ist 
aud Sul instant, coming from very respecte 
abie anthoritics : » 
General Morillo, informed thst the army 
under general Paez approached towards 
Calaboza, ordered Gorrin to march with 
1500 men, (from the 3000 who had lately 
been recruited and posted at Valencia) 
with a view to join Aldama, and in concert 
with him to attack the enemy. ‘This was 
accordingly done, and he result proved 
fatal to the Spaniards, who were totally 
overthrown in the Guayabal. Morillo ap- 
rised of this catastrophe, joined the gar- 
risons of Jua Guasra. Caracas, and Puerto 
Cabello, and wit his staf marched in 
search of the enemy. He met them posted 
off Calabozo, engaged them, and was routed 
with considerahle loss, leaving on the field 
of battle upwards of 600 carcasses. ‘The 
remnant of his army fled in disorder, and a 
reat number of them passed over to the 
victors. After this event Merillo retired 
to Valencia, and convoked a meeting com- 
osed of several bodies, to deliberate on 
the measures that were necessary for their 
safcty, while he was endeavouring to levy 
fresh forees, The loss of the royalists in 
the two last engagements is said to be very 
considerable, in as much, that the evacua- 
of Caracas and Lsa Guavra must have been 
inevitable, had not the arrival of fresh troops 
from ‘Spain altered the determination of 
the Spanish General, who was but expect- 
ing the approach of the enerny to retire to 
Puerto Cabello, 
Paez moves:stowly forward, but wisely 
and deliberately : not a single action does 
he hazard ; his steps are all directed by'… 
general government. 
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By acc&unts from Jamaica of the 22d 
ultimo, we learn that general Cienfuegos, 
governor and captain-general of the Hava- 
na, has been deposed by the Cabildo of 
that place. é 

General Mina has arrived at New-Or- 
leans, with the design of providing himself 
with some necessaries, previous to his pro- 
ceeding on his expedition against Mexico. 

The independent privatcers have made 
some very considerable prizes of late, a- 
mong which was a corvette of 18 guns, 
with 800,000 dollars in cash anc dry goods.

The Proclamations of general Lecar, cont- 
manding tie Portuguese troops which have en- 
tered the King of Spain's territory at Monte- 
Video, and the Marquis de Allegretto, the Por- 
tugucee ce plain-general of the province, afford 
vs a pretty clear insight into the views of the 
Court of Brazil. 'I'he chief and authorities can 
only speak in the sense of their government. — 
They pass the limits of its States to advance 
into those of their neighbour, wilhcut even na- 
ming tbe Sovereign to whom the latter belong. 
If they intended to act in his favour, and in sup- 
port of his interests, they would not announce 
a provisional government. The Court vf Ma- 
drid, it is repoitel, has received no explana- 
tian from that of Brazil. Erslanatiuns are 
said to have been demanded, but only general 
oneshave been returned. ‘The Engligh Charge 
d'.Affaires has had no better success. Îhe 
P ortuguesej Ministers at Londen and Madrd 
preserve, itis added, the most profound silence 
and appear ignorant of the matter. 
ever certain, that the Portuguese troops in- 
vaded the Spanish territory as far back as the 
manth of July, ut an epoch when the relations 
of friendship and aliiance between the two 
Governments ought to have been more close 
and intimate, in consequence of the marriage 
of the two Portuguese Princesses with the 
Govereign ot: Spain and his brother, These 
marriages were celebrated at Cadix by fétes, 
and tbe unexampled enthusiasm of a loyal and 
faithful people. In the meantime the warlike 
march pn En was the echo which reso: nded 
jn the other world among the courntrymen of 
those who drew the carriage’ of the princesses 
to Cadiz, Seville, Ecya, Cordova, and Madrid. 
These are” contrasts singular and difficult of 
explanation even in politics. T'he people of 
Spain, who were sufficiently enlightened to 
discover even before their government the 
treason of Bonaparte towards their King, and 
who wished to prevent the Royal Family from 
leaving Spain ; that same prople, on the circu- 
Jation of the news of the taking Monte-Video, 
and the Fort of St. ‘Theresa and Serra Grande, 
feel their honour insulted, the national glory 

"offended, and display the greatest enthusiasm 
against an attack equally unexpected and un- 
just. There is only, say private letters, one 
voice in Spain, which says>:— f'he Portuguese 
troops have entered the territory of Monte Vi. 
deo, det us then enter Portugal, we shall with. 
draw when thcy evacuate vurs. Such is the 
spirit of general conversation, and such the 
sentiment to which the feeling of naticnal ho- 
nour gives birth. En 

In the meenwhile the king and his ministers, 
acting with the greatest calmness, seeking to 
avoid lighting vp a new war in Europe, how- 
ever serious the reason for hostilities May be, 
have, it is reported, chosen that moderate 
course which prudence, the love of his people, 
and of the general welfare, dictate to his ma- 

jesty. It is poblicly reported, rccording to 
accounts, that the Court of Madrid has èppeal- 
ed to the Court: of London, Paris, Vienna, and 
St. Petersbargi, and has demanded the power- 
ful mediation of these Sovereigns, the friends 
and allies of the Crown of Spain, in order to 
put an end to a proceeding so unjust on the 
“part of the Court of Brazil. Thus, Whatever 
may be the result, Europe and posterity can- 
not but applaud a praceeding which is equally 
pradent and reasonable, and no less concillia- 
tory than just.

Our readers already know that his majesty’s 
ship Congo and the transport Dorothy have 
arrived at Portsmouth from Babia. ‘These 
vessel, it will be recollected, were sent out for 
the purpose of ascertaining tie direction of the 
river Congo, and whether that river had any 
connection with tbe Niger. 'Fhe progress of 
the schooner Congo up the river, in the prose- 
cutionof this task, was&oon stopped ; the bot- 
tom in all parts being found composed of hard 
rocky substanves, whilst the currents rev with 
so much rapidity, that no anchorage could be 
obtained.

to retrace their steps. ‘The Journal! of captain 
Tuckey, which was continued until his death, 
does not, we understand, hold cut the least en- 
couragement to prosecute the research further. 
Beyond that of determining a geographical 
problem, there is not a singie benefit to be 
derived.

« By advices from the Gold Coast, it appears 
that General Daerdels, Governor in Chief of 
the Dutch Forts in that country, bas been, sur- 
veying tbe river Ancubar,and has reported to his 
Government the expediency and practicability 
of acquiring land, by purcllase, of the natives 
at a very low price, and has therefore recom- 
mended, that extensice purchases should be 
made, with a view to convert the same into plen- 
tatiuns of cotton and coffee; end that he has 
slieady made considerable progress in clearing 
the land of wood, &c. The General further 
states, that the river Arcobar is navigeble as 
far as the centre of the Dinkwa caantry, tha 
first province of the King cf Ashantee; and he 
adds, that it is certain that this river was navi- 
gabie in the tine of Besman. The General 
tben refers to ancient Datch meps copied from - 
tle Potuguese, to shew that the Portuguese had 


‘formerly several estsblishments on the Anco- 


bar, at which wereconvents of menks and Chrige 
tian Churches, ahout 40 leagues in the interior 
of the country. 'Íbe General too suggests, that 
were the English and Dutch to agree to esta- 
blish forts on each side of the river, wich the 
consent vf the King „of Aslantee, not only 
might the whole commerce of that country be 
ettracted, but also that of the country on this 
side of Long Mountaias. The expence of 
such a project to the two Governments, the 
General thinks would not exceed 10,0004. ster= 
ling, as he „Canceives the King :f Ashantee 
would supply a number of workmen te carry 
woad, stones and lime, of which there is an 
ebundance in the neighhourhoed.”

FROM A LONDON PAPER. 


CRUELTY TO A BRITISH SUBJECT. 


Only a few months have passed since go- 
vernment found itself imperiously called on 
‘to vindicate the rights of British subjects, 
by inflicting an exemplary punishment on 
the Algerine thieves. If justice be equally 
alive to punish injuries in other quarters, an 
exemplary chastisement should be inflicted 
on King Ho of Hayti. ‘This black fel- 
Tow has had the insolence, not merely to 
imprison, but to put to the torture of the 
thiumb-crews, a British subject (Mr. Davi- 
son), on a charge of writing upon political 
subjects, as appears by a petition presented 
on Tuesday night to the House of Com- 


moas. We mean not to question his right, 


on a judicial procedure, to imprison a white 
man ; for a black government has just as 
good a right as any other to adopt precau- 
tions for its own safety, and to punish by 
law all those who violate its laws: but we 
deny that any government upon earth, whe- 
ther white or black, can have a right to in- 
flict torture upon a British subject. And 
we shall be much disappointed if measures 
have not lready been adopted by our go- 
vernment to inform Mr. King Henry, that 
ke will not be perraitted, with impunity, to 
mutilate by torture any man who has the 
honour and happiness to be a subject of the 
king of England. ‘The following is a copy 
of she petition — 


To the Honourable the Hoase of Commons. 
—T'he humb!e Petition of James Davison, 
Sneweru— That yaar petitioneris a British 
subject, and that he has lately been established 
8s a merchant at Cape [lenry, in the island of 
St. Domingo. He sailed from that port about 
the Ist of December, 1815, for Port Plata, a 
place in the north of the Spanish part of the 
island. Upon arrival there, a few days after- 
wards, he found the ship Lady Gambier, James 
Reid master, From Belfast, anchored in the 
bartour. After delivering some letters and pa- 
el to your petitioner, captain Reid informed 
im, that in case of need, he was directed by the 
instructians «£ bis owners to apply to vour pe- 
Hitioner's house fur any assistance be might re- 
qu:re io the prosecution of bis voyage, and the 
premotion of their interests. He stated, that 
the principal object he had in view was to pro- 
cure a cargo of mahngany and dye-woeds, but 
that be found considerable diticulty in doing 
this, as these articlas were exireraely scarce. 
Your petioner recommendeÂ him innmediately 
to put on board the quantity of woed he had al- 
ready purchased, to take on freight a quantity 
of mahogany belonging to your petirioner, to 
effect sales of the remarning ontward cargo, 
and to invest the proceeds in the articles he 
wanted: if, however, he should not succeed in 
procuring a sufficient quantity, your petitioner 
recommended him to proceed to Port-au- 
Prince, the capital of the president Petion, 
where he would be sure to find logwood and 
fastick in abundance, Captain Reid, upon 
finding the difBculty of loading his vessel at 
Port Plata with the articles he wanted, had re- 
gelved to adopt this latter suggestion given him 
Ey yaur petitioner, and to procerd to Port-au- 
Prince as soon as possible, to complete his car- 
ga. But a short time after he was obliged to 
sospend his resolution, in conseqnence of re- 
ceiving an aeeount from the city of St Domin- 
go, that the districts under the dominion of 
Petion were attempting a revolution in favour 
ef Christophe, and that hostillities had actually 
commenced between the rival chiefs. How- 
Ever improbable such a statement might be 
considered by geur petitioner, on account of the 
superior happiness enjoyed by the subjects of 
the republic, yet it was calculated to produce a 
considerable degree of cautiom and prudence 
in his advice to captain Reid, as he recollected 
that, previous to his leaving Cape Henty, a se- 
eret expedition had sailed from that port 
against some part of Petion’s territory, with 
about 500 troops on boerd. As this report, if 
true, would completely cbstruct the plan deter- 
mined upon by captain Reid, your petitianer 
resolved to return without delay to Cape Henry, 
in order to ascertain how far it was foanded on 
fact, and promised captain Reid to acquaint 
him with the result of his inquiries. Upon ar- 
rival at Cape Henry, your petitiorer learned 
that the statement which had been circulat-d 
at Port Plata was entirely false; he found the 
Vessels, which had earried the troops upon the 


secret expedition, had returned ; and conveyed 
the information relative to that event in a let- 
ter to captain Reid, couehed in the following 
terms :— i 

«King Henry's expedition against the sooth 
side of the island has been completely unsuc- 
cessful; his vesseis have returned here, after 
having been frequently chased by those of Pe- 
tion ; and the troops, upon landing at Jeremie 
immediately went over to the opposite pariy, 
You may now, therefore, go round to Port-uu. 
Prince without any danger whatever. [ ander- 
stand the price of logwood there is 17 dollars.” 

«The letter of your petitioner contained a 
namber of other remarks upon general busi- 
ness, and was forwarded to captain Reid, at 
Port Plata, by a small sloop, which your peti- 
tioner had engaged for the express purpose, 
About ten days after the sloop returned, having 
been unable to beat so far to windward as Port 
Plata, in consequence of the prevalence of 
strong easterly gales. The master declined 
attempting the voyage a second time, und re- 
türned the letter in question ta your peti‘toner. 

« An ezpress, sent overland by captain Reid, 
arrived at Cape Henry a few days after, witù 
letters to your petitioncr, expressive of the 
greatest anxiety for his safety, produced by his 
silence and their ignorance of his arrival; and 
earnestly requesting the information which he 
had promised, previous to his departure from 
Port Plata, to transmit. Your petitianer im- 
mediately repaired to the office of the Baron 
De Dupuy, the government interpreter, with 
the letters which had been forwarded by the 
sloop and returned. Your petitioner requested 
the Baron to sign them in due course, as it was 
his intention to forward them by eapress over 
land. No letters are allowed to pass the lines 
between the Spanish and Independent part of 
the ìsland without this fo:matity. Baron Du- 
puy said, that, according to orders he had late- 
ly received from his majesty, he could not atx 
his signature to any letter sent to bis office with- 
oct first reading it, and requested the letters 
might be left. 

& About an hoar after this the under inter- 
preter waited on your petitioner, and vruuested 
him to accompany him to the governor’s house, 
wbere he zecordingly went. ‘There he was 
conducted to an inner room, in which were the 
governor and the Baron Dapry. The later, 
addressing your petitioner, said, he had calied 
him before he geverror to order to oblige him 
to give up bis autbozity for the information con- 
veyed in his letter lo captain Reid, viz. “ That 
king Henry's expedition against the sunth-side 
of the island had been completely unsuccessf ul.” 
&c. Your petittoner replied, that bis cuthority 
was the current report of the town, and that 
the failure of the erpedition hed teen a topic 
of comman conversatiou among the foreigners 
and the inhabitants. Your petitiener said, that 
his reason for mentioning it to capteìn Reid 
was, to efface the impression of a false report 
which had been circulated at Port Plata, and 
which greatly interfered with his future com- 
mercial transactions; and that he would not be 
able to fulfil the object of his voyage without 
receiving the information alluded to, for the 
conveyance of which captain Reid had sent an 
express. Baron Dupuy asserted, that the pas- 
sage under consideration was political and not 
commercial ; which assertion your petitinner 
endeavoured to rebut, by shewing the applica- 
tion of it to the transactions already mentioned. 
Baron Dupuy still insisted upon having your 
petitioner’s authority for the report, and after 
some farthar explanation and reoresentation on 
the part of vour petitioner, who declared he 
was unable to give up any peïticular authority, 
he was conducted to prison by one of the go- 
vernor’s officers. 

« Your petitioner, vpon entering tbe gaol, 
was confined in a vaulted cell appropriated to 
the state criminals, strongìy bolted and locked, 
and lighted only by an aperture in tbe door 
The gaoler visited your petitioner the next 
morning, Sunday, January 21, 1816, about ele- 
ven o'clcek, after receiving his instructions 
from the Baron Dapuy. He was accompanied 
by some guards, carrying fetters and instru- 
ments of torture. He informed your petitioner, 


that his orders were fo put him în frons, and” 


that it wauld be useless to resist, as’ his atten- 
dants would enforce compliance. 'Theleg end 
feet irons, generally used in that country, were 
then applied, and afterwards rivetted toe 50 
pound weight with the assìstance cf a sledge- 
bammer. Having thus rendered your peti- 
tioner incapable of resistance, they proceeded 
to infliet the farther punishment of tortpre by 
thunsb-screws. These instruments they fixed 
on your p@titioner, and screwed them together 
with the greatest violence, until the pressure 
on the joints henented the vice from farther 
operation. They then left your potitioner, and 


he was visited a few minutes after by the go. 


vernor, who, in the course of his preseribed da- 
ty, came to see that the gaoler had performed 
his task. Your petitioner writhing under the 
most acute pain, addressed the governor in 
terms of entreaty for the removal of the screws, 
but finding him deaf to his application, he ap- 
pealed to bis feelings and humanity for at least 
a relazation of them. Even at this time, though 
so shortly after their application, your petition- 
er’s thumbs were prcdigiously swollen. The 
governor heurd yuur pelitioner’s entreaties and 
remonstrances with indifference, and quitted 
him witheut making any reply. 

« About seven o'clock in the evening, your 
petitivner was vaite:l Ly the deputy gaoler and 
some guard: who stripped him of all his 
clathes, wich the exception of his shirt. They 
teft at his side « plicher of water and half a 
cake of cassada. 

& {n this situation your petitioner remained 
from LL wcloek vu Sunday morning until ope 
o'clock Thursday noon. It would be a vain 
attempt to describe the excess of agony which 
year petitioner endured during (hat interval, 
T'he only noerishment he took was a draught 
of water in the imsning and evening, when vie 
sited by the guards in their vsual rounts for 
th: ezamination vf ihe dà ferent cells. As he 
was incapable of stirring, he was obliged to so» 
leit one of them to appsy tie pitcher to his lips, 
the cassada bread remaining untouched the 
whdletime. Tre erqosite pain your petitioner 
endured, the length of time he had suf red, 
combined with the intense heat of the climate 
and the c!gsenees of his cetl, at length produced 
g considerable degree of fever, which threaten- 
ed a termination to bis existence. His debili. 
tated stute was noticed by the gaoler, who 
made 8 report accordinsly to the governor. He 
was afterwards visited by the prison doctor, 
who gave his opinion that vour petitioner could 
not sutfer longer without endangering his hie, 
in consegeenee of thus, the ieg-irons and thumbe 
serews Were removed about one o'clock on 
Thursday noon. Your peutioner was detained 
in prison for nine days longer, and was at 
length released in constquence of the frequeaë 
and spiuited remmonstranses mede by his coun- 
trymen to king Henry, through the medium of 
his interpreter. 

“ Your pesitioner begs leave to represent to 
your honourable house, that, in consequence of 
tijs teatment, his thoa:bs were in a very 
meanated conditiun,and upsarently in a moctie 
fied state, for some time efter the infliction of 
this eruel punishment; and he believes that if 
nature bad wot blessed him with an unusualiy 
strong ard robust constitution, be could not. 
have survived the torture he endured, 

« Yoar petitioner humhiy declares, that ha 
Jays this representation tu yeur honourable 
huuse, not so much fem feeiings of revenge for 
the injury (hat he hes individually sustained, aa 
from a sense of the indign:ty which has been 
offered te birg as a British subject. Yet, how. 
ever humbie and insignificant he may consider 
himself in his private capacity, he has imbibed 
a conviction, from edurstion and observation, 
that the enlightened spirit which pervades the 
sacred laws of his cenntry, proclaims te the 
whole world, that ‘an injury done to the mean- 
est subject is an insult to the whole nation? 
Your petitioner therefcre humbly prays, that 
your honourable house wilt take into consicerge 
tion-the circumstances detaiied in thìs humble 
petition ; and thai your horoarsble house will 
take these meesures which, in your wisdom, 
shall appear necessary to redress the injury he 
has eustained ; and to teach the rising power 
which has cormmitted this outrage the respect 
which is due to a British subject. And your 
petitioner, 35 in duty bound, shall ever pray.
